PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

A council. of war to try Rear-Ad- 
miral Wandenkolk has been convened 
in Rio Janeiro, with Baron Frinheina 
presiding. 

On the 28th Vice-President Steven- 
son arrived at Vancouver, B. C., by the 
steamer Kingston. He was met by the 
mayor and the United States consul 
and a number of citizens and given a 
warm welcome. The party, accom- 
panied by numerous carriages, then 
drove to Esquimault. 

On the 28th Louis Irig died near 
Whitney, Neb., after sleeping three 
months. He was exposed in a snow- 
storm in April, and after retiring awoke 
from his slumbers but twice—once 
about an hour and the last time for ten 
minutes. The case attracted consider- 
able interest. 

On the 28th Victor Manteco, special 
envoy from Brazil, arrived at Monte- 
video, with power to settle all pending 
questions between Uruguay and Brazil. 

On the 29th Emperor William, on 
board the imperial yacht Hohenzollern, 
arrived at Cowes, Isle of Wight. 

Tnr mayor of Montreal, Can., has 
created something of a sensation by 
declaring that personally he can take 
no part in the reception of the officers 
and men of the Italian warship Etna, 
which arrived there on the 3ist. He 
says that being a good Roman Cath- 
olic, he can take no part whatever in 
the reception of a warship of a coun- 
try whose government is- under the 
ban of the vatican. The mayor is a 
Knight of the Holy Roman Empire. 

Wa. E. EMMETT, consul at Smyrna, 
cables the state department that chol- 
era exists in that port. 

Tne steamship Spree, which sailed 
from Southampton on the 3ist, carried 
50,000 American double eagles, con- 
signed to August Belmont & Co., of 
New York. 

Ast month, for the first time since 
the passage of the Sherman silver law 
the treasury officials failed to buy the 
full quota of 4,500,000 ounces of silver. 
The total purchase for the month was 
2,314,000 ounces, leaving a shortage of 
2,186,000 ounces. 

Tne Canadian minister of railways 
and canals expects that the Canadian 
Sault Ste. Marie canal will be ready for 
traflic by May 1 next. 

CHARLES B. Morton, of Maine, has 
been appointed by the president fourth 
auditor of the treasury, vice John R. 
Lynch, of Mississippi, resigned. 

On the 30th word was received at St. 
John's, N. F., from Labrador of seri- 
ous trouble in Lieut. Peary’s expedi- 
tion. It was said to be so great that 
the trip would likely prove a failure. 

It was stated on the 3ist that owing 
to the representations made to M. De- 
velle, French foreign minister, by Lord 
Dufferin, British ambassador to France, 
the question of a neutral zone between 
the French possessions in the Siamese 
peninsula and Burmah and the Shan 
states was settled satisfactorily. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

THE electrocution of Wm. G. Taylor, 
colored, a murderer, at Auburn, N. Y., 
on the 27th, was not asuccess. The 
foot-rest of the chair broke and the 
dynamo gave out, so that a second cur- 
rent could not be applied until connec- 
tion was made with the city dynamo, 
when he was promptly dispatched. 

CASHIER Epwarp §S. FRANCIS, late of 
the Pittsfield (Mass.) national bank, 
who had been the subject of much un- 
pleasant newspaper talk recently, com- 
mitted suicide on the 27th by shooting. 

Tue preliminary trial at Chattanoo- 
ga, Tenn, of Dr. Johnson for voluntary 
manslaughter in killing Chief of Police 
Mitchell by administering an overdose 
of morphine while the doctor was 
drunk, was concluded on the 27th, after 
a long and exhaustive examination and 
argument by several, lawyers. At the 
end of the last plea Recorder Hope an- 
nounced that the prosecution had failed 
to make out its case and discharged 
the doctor. 

Rev. O. G. TAYLOR, manager of the 
Interstate Investment Co. at The Dal- 
les, Ore., has been arrested on a charge 
of embezzlement. It is said he is short 
$35,000 in his accounts. 

Ar Camden, N. J., on the 27th, an 
unknown negro entered the store of 
Samuel Copeland, and, without known 
motive. shot the proprietor’s wife in 
the right breast. He then ran out, but 
was captured in a short time. Mrs. 
Copeland died in a few minutes. The 
police theory is that the negro was sur- 
prised by Mrs. Copeland while he was 
in the act of stealing, but the negro 
says he was showing a revolver to Mrs. 
Copeland, which he desired to sell. and 
that the weapon was accidentally dis- 
charged. 

THE wife of Canon George Prothero, 
a chaplain to Queen Victoria, commit- 
ted suicide while temporarily insane at 
Whippingham rectory, near Osborne 
house, the queen’s residence, on the 
Isle of Wight. She had been ill for 
some time. 

On the 29th a seven-story brick and 
iron building in Pittsburgh, Pa., owned 
by the Second national bank, collapsed 
and crumbled to the ground. Of the 
forty workmen employed in the build- 
ing all save two, who are missing, es- 
caped. 

On the 29th No. 2 corning mill of the 
American Powder Co., at South Acton, 
Mass., blew up. Wm. Clegg, of Uxbridge 


was instantly killed. Last year the 
company had two mills blown up. 








On the 30th a barn on the farm of 
James Bunton, near La Porte, Ind.,was 
destroyed by fire, entailing a loss of 
$4,000. Nine horses were cremated. 
A trafip, who is believed to have fired 
the barn for revenge, was smothered in 
the smoke and his body burned. 

Tue Cook county (Ill.) grand jury 
on the 3lst began investigating the 
Cold Storage warehouse fire at the 
World’s fair grounds, in which seven- 
teen men lost their lives. 

WILLIAM NUNEMACHER, a farmer, 
near Antigo, Wis., on the 3ist killed 
his wife and babe, and two boys, aged 
5 and 3 years, by dashing out their 
brains. He then plunged head first 
from a window in an attempt to kill 
himself. When picked up he was alive 
but paralyzed. The cause of the quad- 
ruple murder and attempted suicide is 
said to have been the fear that the 
family would die from starvation. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

A FEATURE of the World's fair thus 
far has been the absence of heat vic- 
tims. Up to the 29th there had not 
been a single fatal case of sunstroke, 
nor even one of prostration from the 
effects of the heat, although the ther- 
mometer had soared up in the nineties 
and above. 

At Eau Claire, Wis., runs were start- 
ed, on the 29th, on the First national 
bank, the Bank of Eau Claire and the 
Chippewa Valley bank, but were coun- 
teracted by heavy deposits by many 
leading business men. The banks 
named remained open after hours. 

Imports of specie at the port of New 
York for the week ended on the 29th 
were $1,752,885, all of which were gold. 
The exports of specie from the port of 
New York for the same time were $901,- 
840, all of which was silver. Of this 
amount $808,840 went to Europe and 
$3,800 to South America. 


yacht Britannia has been selected to 
defend the gold cup challenged for by 
the Navahoe in September. 

On the 29th the Riverside steel and 
iron works, at Wheeling, W. Va., the 
largest plant in that part of the Ohio 
valley, closed indefinitely. The plant 
employed over 4,000 men. The state of 
trade was the reason given for the 
shut-down. 

STRIKING glass-workers at Greens- 
burg, Pa., have accepted the 5 per cent. 
reduction in their wages and returned 
to work. 

Durina the week ended July 29 the 
issue of standard silver dollars from 
the mints and treasury offices was 432,- 
369; for the corresponding period last 
year, $440,065. 

THE loan committee of the New York 
Clearinghouse association on the 31st 
issued 82,550,000 worth of certificates, 
making a total of $28,000,000 outstand- 
ing on that date. 

OFFICIAL returns were issued at St. 
Petersburg on the 3ist showing a 
marked increase in the ravages of chol- 
erain the parts of the empire where 
the disease is epidemic. 





CONDENSED TELEGRAMS. 





DISCOURAGING reports are being re- 
ceived from farmers near Tuscumbia, 
Ala., who report cotton and corn greatly 
damaged by the continued drouth of the 
past two months.

PERFIDIOUS FRANCE. 


Now That Siam Has Submitted to the 
Terms Imposed France Seems to Regret 
that She Did Not Make Them a Lit!le 
Harder, and is Trying to Make Siam 
Realize Her Humiliation to the Greatest 


Extent. 

Lonpon, Aug. 1.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Bangkok, dated 
Monday, 7p. m., says: ‘The uneasi- 
ness among the people here, far from 
lessening, is increasing. Seven more 
French gunboats have arrived at Koh- 
Si-Chang, making a total of thirteen 
now here. Negotiations are still going 
on, but the progress made is not re- 
ported. The intentions of the French 





‘are awaited with fear and apprehen- 


sion. 

Rear-Admiral Humann, command- 
ing the French squadron, has issued a 
second blockade notice, to take effect 
three days from Saturday. He will or- 
der the British war ships, Pallas and 
Swift, now lying off Bangkok to go 
outside the blockade limits. 

_M. Pavie, the French minister resi- 
dent, has gone to Saigon and Rear- 
Admiral Humann is under direct 
orders from Paris. Unless the French 
government interposes more quickly an 
attack on Bangkok seems certain. 
The trading community is surprised 
that Humann is still allowed a free 
hand,” 
The Blockade Will be Continued Until 

' France's Demands are Satisfied. 

Paris, Aug. 1.—The ambiguous lan- 
guage of yesterday's cabinet council in 
accepting Siam’s surrender has excited 
much comment. It is generally un- 
derstood that this tone was adopted 
for the purpose of soothing interna- 
tional susceptibilities. It is stated on 
high authority that France intends to 
take decisive steps to secure Siam’'s 
carrying out the terms of the ulti- 
matum. The blockade will be con- 
tinued until France's demands are sat- 
isfied. The French foree now present 
in Siamese waters is believed to be 
sufficient to make the blockade effec- 
tive. 

A prominent Paris merchant who 
owns warehouses in Bangkok, in an in- 
terview to-day, expressed the opinion 
that decisive action is necessary to re- 
store the prestige which France en- 
joyed in Siam after the commercial 
treaty of 1860. French trade has re- 
cently not been heavy, it is said, in 
consequence of English and German 
enterprises and intrigues to destroy 
French influence. He believed that 
the strong tone of the ultimatum 
would tend greatly to restore the in- 
fluence of France in Siam. 

The general opinion here is that the 
issue of the controversy is a triumph 
for France over English diplomacy. 
It is believed that China will adopt her 
customary course of laissez faire, and 
not meddle with the matter. 








France Demands Guarantees, 

Lonpon, Aug. 1.—The Paris corre: 
spondent of the Central News says 
that it has been learned from good au- 
thority that-France demands as secur- 
ity from Siam that the terms of the 
ultimatum will be carried out, the 
temporary custody of Chantaboon, a 
town near the gulf of Siam; also that 
Siam shall establish no military sta- 
tion at certain named places near the 
frontier of Cambodia or within a certain 
distance of the Me-Kong river. 


INDIANS FOMENTING TROUBLE. 








Off Their Reservations on False Pretenses, 
They May Den the War Paint. 

West Superior, Wis., Aug. 1.-——-Spe- 
cial advices from Sheel Lake and 
Spooner, in Washburn county, on the 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul & Omaha, 
say that between 400 and 500 Indians 
have congregated and may don the 
war paint. These Indians have come 
from the reservations in the northern 
part of Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
They secured special permits from the 
government to go off on a tour to pick 
blueberries, which are found in very 
large quantities in Washburn county, 
and they have taken advantage of this 
freedom to a dangerous and unusual 
degree. 

In the vicinity of their present loca- 
tion there are several settlements of 
Indians and they have gathered their 
red brethren about them until now a 
small-sized army could easily be mus- 
tered out of their numbers. Three 
squaw houses and several dancing 
platforms have been built seven miles 
from the lake, and the nightly revels 
of these Indians make the woods re- 
sound. Whisky is plentiful and flows 
freely. Many of the Indians are 
armed, and threats upon the lives of 
settlers have been made by them. 
They have gone so far as to raise their 
rifles to shoot, in some instances. 


WAR ON THE PLAINS. 


Trouble Between Large and Small Cat- 
tleman. 

Parts, Tex., Aug. 1.—From a gentle- 
man who arrived here last night from 
the Panhandle it is learned that 
trouble of a most serious nature is on 
between the large and the small cat- 
tlemen. At Childress Saturday morn- 
ing one of the Beckham brothers, who 
own a ranch and who are leading the 
fight against the English syndicates 
which control the large ranche 
killed a man in the Denver 
depot.

FIXED FOR FIGHT. 


The Steamship Alexandria, which ‘mat 
Reported to Have Fired on the Mchi- 
can, If Reports are True, is Fixed Up in 
Regular Warlike “Fashion, Having the 
Overturning of the Provisional Govern- 
ment of Hawaii as Her Presumable Ob- 


ject. 

New Yorr, Ang. 1.—The following 
is from an article in the San Francisco 
Call, and which was telegraphed to the 
World: 

After intimating that a certain Ha- 
waiian known as ‘Licurgas, the 

reek,” is engaged in systematically 
smuggling arms into Honolulu, the 
Call adds: “Rifles and cartridges 
have been shipped to Honolulu. This 
the Call knows. No seizure has been 
made of any such goods on the Ha- 
waiian islands. So does not every- 
thing point to a clever plot on the part 
of the royalists in Honolulu?” 

“When the false report was sent out 
from Port Townsend that the Mohican 
had been fired upon by the steamer 
Alexandria everybody inquired regard- 
ing the latter vessel. Sunday morning 
the Call told of her curious make. She 
sailed from here on a hunting and fish- 
ing cruise. She is of 945 tons and car- 
ried a crew of forty-five men. She 
sailed under the Hawaiian flag as the 
property of John Efa, of Honolulu. 

“The Alexandria carried the follow- 
ing articles of warfare: Two six- 
pounder rapid-fire Hotchkiss guns, 
two four-pounder rapid-fire Hotchkiss 
guns, 100 Winchester rifles, 5,000 pounds 
of rifle ammunition, 500 four-pound 
shells, 500 six-pound shells, four a4- 
justible gun carriers, three Whitehead 
torpedoes and a large quantity of cut- 
lasses and small arms. It is positively 
known that this boat sailed from here 
rigged for a fight in this manner. 

“The Alexandria is fitted for close 
inshore fighting. Her draught is just 
light enough to allow her to run into 
port at Waikiki. 

“The two Hotchkiss guns could be 
transferred to shore in a couple of 
hours. The forty-five men on board, 
reinforced by royalists and armed with 
rifles on the Alexandria alone, could 
take Honolulu. The provisional gov- 
ernment fas only an army of 350 men 
and four rapid-firing guns. Sam Parder 
could get 500 men to do his bidding at 
a moment's notice. Among these are 
200 who belong to the old Hawaiian 
army, and they are crack shots. 

“Again, the Alexandria might be off 
the town of Honolulu and shell the 
city until it capitulated. Under the 
instructions of Minister Blount the 
Boston anc the Adams could not inter- 
fere. 

“But the probability is that a shore 
attack would be made, and even now 
the difficult roadway from Honolulu 
to Waikiki may be the scene of car- 
nage. 

“John Efa, under whose name the 
Alexandria sailed, is a well known 
citizen of Honolulu, and is interested 
in the royalist cause. He is active.” 





SECRETARY CARLISLE. 





Makes It Apparent that He Intends the 
Chinese Exclusion Laws to be Enforced 
by the Customs Authorities. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 1. — Secretary 

Carlisle has taken a hand in the Chinese 
situation in New York, which has been 
the occasion of much friction recently 
between the treasury department and 
Collector Hicks. Ina letter to the col- 
lector Secretary Carlisle refers to the 
request made by Mr. Hendricks that 
the treasury department should modify 
its instructions and permit the New 
York customs officers to authenti- 
cate Chinese certificates as hereto- 
fore, and calls his attention to the fact 
that these acts were stultified by the 
supreme court decision of 1891, which 
prevented the ingress of Chinese la- 
borers or the issuance to them of cer- 
tificates by which they could re-enter 
the United States. 

After reviewing other regulations 
govering the return to this country of 
Chinese persons after a temporary ab- 
sence, the secretary says: 

“The department can not concur in 
your view that the unauthorized prc- 
tice of authenticating the certificates 
of the Chinese consul at New York by 
the signature and seal of the collector 
should be resumed. Evidence is before 
thedepartment in onecase where a Chi- 
nese person represented himself to be 
a member of a firm of Chinese mer- 


chants in New York, and was so 
certified by the Chinese, consul 
at New York, which certificate 


was duly authenicated by the seal of 
the customhouse and the signature of 
one of your deputies, when in point of 
fact, the Chinese person who presented 
himself at the customhouse ‘was an- 
other and entirely different person 
from the one named in the certificate. 
This man applied for admission at one 
of the customhouses upon the 
certificate mentioned, which, according 
to your theory would be conclusive 
evidence of his right to enter, inas- 
much as the photograph was that of 
the person who presented himself but 
it was not that of the person named in 
the certificate, who was a real person- 
age, formerly residing in New York 
and who was still in China. That many 
cases of this kind have occurred is 
beyond question, and the department 
sees no good reason for the continuance 
of a practice by your office which in 
instances like that mentioned only 
serves as an aid to those engaged in 
violating the law. 

“It is my duty, asit ismy purpose, to 
employ all the means under my control 
to enforce the law in good faith, and to 
that end I shall expect the cordial co- 





operation of all officers of the customs.”

The Colored Writer in Harpers. 





From Boston Courant.) 


According to announcement Harpers’ 
monthly for August contains, from the 
pen of Mrs. Levi Brown, a Southern 
colored woman, an exceilent article on 
Southern supeistition from a perusal of 
which one’s eyes will smart with tears 
of joy as well as sorrow. There is grief 
becanse such a state of superstition 
still exists at the south. The joy arises 
from the fact that askilltul writer in 
the person of Mrs. Brown has risen up 
to take passession of those rich South- 
ern fields, regions which ‘‘are yet unat- 
empted in prose or rhyme.” 

The article which is styled in the 
Monthly, “‘At the Hermitage,” opens 
with ascene at the Southern Gin House. 

It is getting towards evening and the 
“hands” are troopipg home from work. 
Religion, the heroine of the tale, comes 
in with hercotton tobe weighed but is 
compelled to wait until after the ginner 
with his banjo aud a few companions 
have tested their proficiency in the 
famous Southern dance, the “break~ 
down.” This over and the cotton 
weighed, Religion drives her little mule 
hastily home, but is met and frightened 
rearly to death by a ghost on the way. 

Both of these incidents described 
most vividly features of the Southern 
life and they show areal artist’s power 
but they do not form the real story. 
They are the little ornaments which set 
off the greater narration. 

The real story begins with the. meet 
ing on the way and telling of Religion, 
by her brother, of her sister’s illness 
He also hints that the sick girl has been 
“tricked’’ and that ‘‘conjurer is known 
The cause is imputed to jealousy which 
is found to exist betweeu two mulatto 
half sisters. Dr. Bazzard, a quack 
doctor, is sought and consulted, and 
finally tells where and how the conjure 
has been used; and all, it seems, Came 








off happy in the end. 

The real merit ofthe story however, 
consists not so muchinthe subject of 
the article as in the way it is told. 

Itistoldina very faithful manner, 
the writer being true to life as well as 
exact in detiil. The description is 
lively and vivid, and the different 
phases of the narration are quite skilful - 
ly broughtoat. The writer’s transitions 
are not always what they should be, 
yet she has the merit of clearness. 

Mrs. Brown is tobe walcom2d into 
the literary field; and it isto be hoped 
that she will make Southern story-writ- 
ing her special province. Thomas Nel- 
son Page and Joel Chandler Harris have 
had things theirowa way long enough 
there. They are men who have suc~ 
ceeded in mounting up tofame unper- 
ceived. They do not possess the high 

est literary ability. and possibly would 
never have been heard of had they 
not acquired the art of Negro dialects 
and story telling. Mrs. Brown comes 
forward now to dispute this tield with 
them, and will doubtless find a ready 
welcome both at home and abroad.

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The Next House Will Fortify Against 
Minority Control. 


A NEW SET OF RULES. 


General Catchings Thinks That Side Is- 
sues Will Be Left Out in the Cem- 
ing Congress and Prempt 
Work Will Be the Rule. 


Tr 


WashHtIncTon, Aug. 4. —The rules 
committee will be announced promptly 
after the house has been organized and 
will begin work at once on a code of 
procedure. The committee will con- 
sist of three Democrats and two Repub- 
licans, with the speaker as chairman 
ex-officio. Speaker Crisp, General 
Catchings, of Mississippi, and Mr. Mc- 
Millin, of Tennessee, composed the ma- 
jority membership of the committee in 
the last house, and it is more than like 
ly that they will control the committee 
in the new house. This will insure ex- 
perienced work for the guidaace of the 
house, and rules that will enable the 
majority to do business and at the same 
time protect the rights of the minority. 


The principal defect in the rules of 
the last house was the absence of any 
adequate clause providing against fi}j- 
bustering, and there is a general féel- 
Ing that the matter should be remedied 
in the new code. The remedy lies in 
giving the speaker power over dilatory 
motions. The question has not as yet 
gone beyond informal suggestions, but 
those who are to be charged officially 
with its settlement are known to be in 


favor of a thoroughly business like 


method of guaranteeing majority rule. 
Speaking to a press representatives on 
the subject, General Catchings said: 

‘There has been some apprehension 
that filibustering would be invoked in 
the contest over the silver question, but 
Iregard that as groundless. Affairs 
have reached that stage now when the 
country is demanding prompt action on 
the part of congress in correcting pass 
injurious fiscal legislation, and neither 
sidecan affurd to become merely obstruc- 
tionists. Reasonable debate is to be 
expected and should be provided for. 
The question is of the highestimportance 
and will be and should be carefully, 
considered. But when that shall have 
been done and the house is ready to 
vote on the question, then a vote will 
be taken, Ghetwantion at such a time 
for mere obstruction’s sake would not 
be tolerated either by the house or by 
the country at large. 

“The attention of the whole country 
will be fixed upon congress, and upon 
the one question under consideration. 
There will be no side issues, Congress 
will have come together in extra session 
for aspecific purpose, and until that 
purpose shall have been executed by 
giving the people some relief from un- 
wise laws; nothing else will be consid- 
ered. The estimates for the appropria- 
tions will not come jin until late, and 
even then if the house is nog ready for 
them, it can lay them aside. There will 
be plenty of time at the regular session 
for preparing the appropriation bills, 
In this way the whole time of the house 
can be given to the financial question 
and its early settlement made impera- 
tive. In my judgment the filibuster 
will not find his opportunity during the 
extra session. The stake is too high 
and the responsibility too great, The 
fact that congress must take action of 
some kind on the financial question will 
operate to fix and keep the contest 
about silver on a higher plane than 
bushwhacking about technicalities, 

‘But the question of rules,” said Gen- 
eral Catchings 1n conclusion, ‘‘must be 
settled for the regular as well as for the 
extra session, and with regard to legis- 
lation of every kind. The house needs, 
and I believe will adopt, rules giving 
the majority full control of business. 
Tyranny is no part of such rules, The 
minority has its rights, and they should 
be well guarded. Lat they are rights 
of debate and amendment, and should 
be confined there, They should never 
extend to obstruction and control. This 
whole question will be sarefully consid- 
ered both by the committee on rules 
and by the house, and the result is 
likely to prove satisfactory to and be 
indorsed by the country. We have 
reached the day of big things and im- 
perative things, and the demand for ac- 
tion by congress is so urgent and so 
wide extended that the smaller phases 
of parliamentary devices, such as fili- 
bustering and the like, must be dis- 
pensed with,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—It is stated at 
the pension office that an inspection of 
therecords show that during the months 
of January, February and March, 189%, 
the last months of General Raum’s ad- 
ministration of the pension bureau, 31,- 
988 original pension certificates were 
issued, of which 6,737 were certificates 
under the general law, and 25,151 cer- 
titicates under the act of June 27, 1890; 
while for the months of April, May and 
June, the first three months of Judge 
Lochren’s administration of the pension 
bureau, 17,545 original certificates have 
been issued, of which .500 were under 
the general law. and 11,541 under the 
act of June 27, 1890.

Resolutions Adopted for the Protection 
of the Precious White Metal. 

Cuicaco, Aug. 4.—Waiting for the 
commit‘ ‘eto report was the principal 
work of the silver convemuon, and 
when, at last, that report was forth- 
coming, quick work was made of the 
proceedings. 

The committee they were waiting on 
was the one on resolutions, which final- 
ly reported the following, which de- 
clare: 

1. That there must be no compromise 
of this question. All legislation demon- 
etizing silver and restricting the coinage 
thereof must be immediately and com- 
pletely repealed by an act restoring the 
coinage of the country to the conditions 
established by the soundness of the na- 
tion, and which continued for over 80 
years without complaint from any part 
of our people. Every hour’s gelay in un- 
doing the corrupt work of Ernest Seyd is 
an insult tothe dignity of the American 
people, is a crushing burden on their 
prosperity and un attempt to place us 
again under the yoke from which George 
Washington and his companions rescued 
us. We protest against the financial pol 
icy of the United States being made upon 
the opinion or policies of any foreign 
governments and assert the power of this 
nation to stand on its own feet and legis- 
late for itself upon all subjects. 

2. We assert that the only ramedy for 
pure metallic financial trouble is to open 
the minds of the nation to gold and silver 
onequal terms at the old ratio of 16 of 
silver to 1 of gold. The Sherman act was 
adevice of the enemy toprevent the resto- 
ration of free coinage, and we protest 
against its repeal except by an act restor- 
ing free bimetallic coinage. 

Section 4 asserts that the calamities 
which now afflict the American people 
are not due to the Sherman act of 1590, 
and that matters would be still worse 
but for that act. It insists on the full 
execution of that law in the matter of 
the purchase of silver and the issue of 
circulating medium. 

The fifth resolution calls attention to 
the fact that national bank and legal 
tender money of whatever kind has not 
fallen in value a particle, and suggests 
for the consideration of our fellow citi- 
zens that the refusal of the opponents 
of bimetalism to propose any substituts 
for the present law, or to elaborate any 
plan for the future, indicates an ignor- 
ance of our financial needs or an unwil- 
lingness to take the public into their 
confidence. 

They denounce the attempt to uncon- 
ditionally repeal the Sherman law as an 
attempt to secure gold monometalism 
in flagrant violation of the last plat- 
form of all political parties. 

The report was read by Ignatius 
Donnelly. 

A resolution. not embraced in the 
latform, was also adopted providing 
or the selection of a committee to act 

in conjunction with the American Na- 
tional Business league jointly to devise 
a plan to provide ways and means for 
impressing upon congress and the peo- 
ple the impending perils from the final 
demonetization of silver and the adop- 
tion of a single standard. The following 
gentlemen were presented by the vari- 
ous state delegations as the committee 
on ways and means. 

Alabama, J. C. Manning; Florida, J. 
Orchids; North Carolina, J. H. Stanton; 
Tennessee, R. A. Pierce; Virginia, I, L. 
Johnson, 

The preamble asserts that the law of 
1873, which demonetized siver, was or- 
ganized by one Ernest Seyd, a London 
banker, who came to the United States 
as the emissary of the moneyed classes 
of Europe for that purpose. 

The resolutions were adopted with 
little alteration from the way they left 
the committee’s hands. 

The convention then adjourned,

One of the seamen, 
Phillips by name, says: 

‘‘The machinery has a way of heating 
at the most inopp:rtune moment. The 
firemen and water tenders reported that 
the boilers were giving trouble again 
and that it would be practically impos- 
sible ever to get any speed out of the 
vessel during the continuation of the 
trouble with the boilers.” 

Ernest Harrigan and several deserters 
from the Monterey have arrived here. 
Harrigan and his companions told in 
the presence of several witnesses thi 
following story: 

_**We left the vessel because we con 
sider her a dangerous craftanda perfect 
floating inferno. She isa splendid sea 
boat, but the Monterey is certainly a 
failure as a fast war ship. With her 
Scotch boilers she can make from seven 
to niné knots, butno more, An attempt 
to force her to a higher rate of speed 
would be dangerous to the lives of those 
on board.”

Disastrous 





Effects of a Contemplated 
Change in Duties. 

It is not strange that democratic 
journals are extremely anxious to keep 
out of sight the evidences of depression 
in the great industries. Men of every 
shade of political opinion are properly 
anxious to make the best of the situa- 
tion, and would heartily rejoice to see 
evidence that better days have come. 
But it is the extreme of foolishness for 
any to pretend that the proposal to 
change the tariff has nothing to do 
with the state of business. One can- 
not talk with practical business men, 
here or at the west, without perceiving 
that their action is, and of necessity 
must be, largely influenced by the un- 
certainty which exists about future du- 
ties on imports. 

Take the case of the manufacturer of 
woolen goods or his selling agent. 
They know that many varieties of such 
goods are even now imported, paying 
an average of over 90 per cent. duty, 
and they cannot help asking themselves 
how much of their business they will be 
able to retain if duties are greatly re- 
duced. At present they are helped to 
some extent because the price of wool 
has been reduced a long way toward 
the free-trade level, but they are per- 
fectly aware that with wool so cheap 
flocks are apt to be very rapidly dimin- 
ished, so that the supply will fall even 
further below the demand. A moder- 
ate increase of activity in manufacture 
would thus put the price up so far that 
competition with foreign works might 
become impossible. How much for- 
eigners may advance their goods if the 
American market is thrown open to 
them manufacturers here can only 
guess, but it is to be presumed that the 
foreigners will at first exert themselves 
to destroy the competition by under- 
selling, and until the mills have been 
closed and their working foree disor- 
ganized. Afterward, what the foreign- 
er may charge may depend upon him- 
self. 

It is evidently a stupid thing to sup- 
pose that these uncertainties do not af- 
fect the action of the manufacturer. 
lle cannot afford to abandon the field 
entirely to rivals. Yet he has to buy 
the wool and pay wages and beyin to 
make up goods which will not get into 
actual consumption for nearly a year 
from this time, and it is utterly impos- 
sible for him to know whether he will 
then be able tosell the goods at all. 
True, his samples are shown and or- 
ders are received, but he is perfectly 
aware that he is entirely powerless to 
enforce the agreement if, when goods 
are finished, the purehaser refuses to 
take them, or if atany time before they 
are finished the order is countermanded. 
The thing has been done in hundreds 
if not thousands of instances witbin 
the last month or two, without the 
plea of stern necessity which would be 
raised if the market should be flooded 
with cheap foreign goods. It is no 
wonder if, under such circumstances, 
the manufacturer and the agent act 
with the utmost caution, and hesitate 
to make up goods of kinds which might 
be undersold if the duties should be 
changed. Onthe contrary, it would be 
amazing if trade were not for this 
reason much restricted. 

Neither can the buyer, whether 
clothier or wholesale merchant or re- 
tail dealer, determine what goods he is 
likely to be able to sell, or whether, if 
the goods sre sold on time, as usual, 
the seller will ever get his pay. Before 
the notes or bills fall due, the duties 
may be so changed that the goods can- 
not be sold except ataloss. The re- 
tail dealer is forced to hesitate, in like 
manner, as to all goods that he is not 
quite safe to sell within a comparative- 
ly short time. These are things which 
must in the nature of the case affect 
the trade seriously, and no man witha 
grain of sense in his head would imagine 
that they would not affect it. Thesur- 
prising fact is, not that some shrink- 
age in such business appears, but that 
there is so much courage and enter- 
prise and hopefulness, so that the 
shrinkage in trade is not greater than 
it is. 

It is natural that, as we draw closer 
to the time when achange of duties 
may take effect, the influence of this 
uncertainty about the future should be 
somewhat increased. In one branch of 
business after another, according to the 
time necessarily elapsing between pro- 
duction and final consumption, the ef 
fects of the threatened change are per- 
ceived. When the people voted fora 
change last November most of them 
were far from realizing what the un- 
avoidable consequences of their act 
would be.—*. Y. Tribune. 





FEAR THE DEMOCRATS. 





Apprehension of the People Concerning 
the Extra Session. 

Since the president issued his proc- 
lamation calling congress to meet in 
extra session, there has grown up a well- 
defined apprehension that it will not 
confine its attention to the matter of 
national finance which it is called to- 
gether tosolve, but that it will goon 
and tinker with the tariff. It must be 
understood that congress will pos- 
sess all the powers it has in regular 
session. There is po restriction upon 
it. An ex‘ra session may be called for 
a’single purpose, but congress can stay 
in session right along, if it chooses, 
until its term expires by constitutional 
limitation, and legislate upon all mat- 
ters it may choose, within the powers 
granted it by the federal constitution. 

The business and the manufacturing 
interests of the country fear the demo- 
cratic -majority. Ex-President Harri- 
son fitly characterized the Fifty-third 
congress a couple of weeks ago, when, 
speaking of President Cleveland, he 
said the latter was endeavoring to 
break in his team of wild horses. The 
democratic policy has so long been one 
of negation that there is a painful lack, 
in the ranks of its so-called statesmen, 
of men who are versed in constructive 
legislation. Many of those who will be 
its leaders in the new congress are 
theorists and doctrinaires, whose pet 
measures, if carried into effect, would 
be in the highest degree injurious to 
the country. It is no wonder the peo- 
ple await the assembling of the extra 
session with apprehension. — Toledo

THE SPARTAN BAND. 


Republicans to Be Relied Upon ia the tm- 
pending Crisis. 

It is to the republican party that the 
friends of honest money of both politi- 
cal organizations look for the best work 
in this crisis. In the house of repre- 
sentatives of the Fifty-third congress 
there will be 128 or 129 republicans out 
of the 356 members of that body. This 
number, of course, will be far froma 
majority of the whole house, but it will 
constitute a powerful nucleus around 
which the democratic friends of sound 
currency can rally. On the devotion of 
these republicans to the cause of sound 
money the people can rely with the 
most implicit confidence. All the re- 
publican congressmen, it is true, are 
not sound-money men, but it is safe to 
say that not more than a dozen of them 
at the outside will prove recreant to the 
cause when the day of action comes. 
Outside of the silver-producing states 
almost all the republican members of 
the house will undoubtedly be on the 
right side when the time for practical 
work on the finance question arrives. 

Many democrats, too, will be on the 
sound-money side. Most of those from 
the eastern states are as devoted to the 
cause as are the republicans, and the 
president’s influence and patronage 
will put many other democrats in the 
same line, but it ison the republicans, 
after all, that the chief reliance 
for wise legislation will be placed. 
They will hold the post of honor in the 
fight. Their place in the battle is in 
the advance, and they will accept it as 
cheerfully and maintain it as valiantly 
as Leonidas and his Spartans did at 
Thermopyle. On them the first and 
chief force of the attack of the enemy 
will fall. The country understands the 
situation in this respect and is hopeful 
of the result. Perhaps, as in the c :rlier 
conflict, treachery may open to the 
enemy the avenue to the point of ad- 
vantage, and thus bring disaster, but 
the people are confident that the re- 
publican party at least will not furnish 
the traitor. 

The country will be made to under- 
stand at the outset that the republicans 
recognize no partisanship in the finan- 
cial question. Inall branches of the 
government the democrats are in con- 
trol, and to them, as the people are ac- 
customed to judge such matters, will 
belong the entire responsibilty for the 
conduct of the government on this is- 
sue. However, in this exigency the re- 
publicans will repudiate this narrow 
estimate of party duty and accounta- 
bility, and will sink partisanship in 
patriotism. There will be no ma- 
neuvering on their side for party ad- 
vantage. The sole consideration with 
them will be the country’s prestigo 
and prosperity. They see the peril 
which confronts industry and trade, 
and their endeavor will be to avert it. 
In doing this they will, as concerns 
themselves, keep politics rigidly in the 
the background, and content them- 
selves with the reflection that the coun- 
try will judge their motives and their 
actions justly.—St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat.
